Bookies & the Race Tracks; 
The Unbending at Belmont 


New YORK 

Possibly, though by no means certainly, 
the slight increases in betting at Saratoga 
and Aqueduct can be tied in with the in- 
creasingly embarrassing “discovery” in 
New York that bookmaking interests in 
the city were remarkably well tied in with 
police protection, and that harboring a 
bookmaker now isn’t the easy and_ re- 
munerative business that it was earlier in 
the summer. At the moment there must be 
considerable zeal shown in keeping the 
bookies under cover, and various sports- 
writers have been complaining that it is 
hard to get estimates of point spreads on 
football games and the like. 

The lid, apparently, is about to blow. 
and though I think that nothing new ex- 
cept the actual names of the parties in- 
volved will be added to what every 
thoughtful observer already knew, the in- 
cident may serve to emphasize two points 
which have often been insisted upon here: 
first, that no large-scale bookmaking can 
endure against even routine opposition by 
the police, and second, that racing’s easy 
tolerance of bookmaking is directly inimi- 
cal to its own best interest. 

The second proposition works two ways: 
Actual money which would go into purses 
and dividends and the employment of ad- 
ditional personnel is being diverted from 


racing, and perhaps worse is the fact that 
when the inevitable disclosures come, rac- 
ing’s reputation suffers considerably. 

At any rate, bookmaking in New York 
and vicinity has gone more or less to 
ground, and two successive race meetings 
have shown perceptible increases, revers- 
ing what had seemed to be a downward 
trend. These facts aren't necessarily re- 
lated but they could be. With the situa- 
tion getting tighter almost daily now, the 
figures from the fall meetings will have 
an unusual interest. 


EDUCATION. Along with several oth- 
ers, this tourist sat through a group of 
motion pictures which is being assembled 
by Marshall Cassidy, who is acting as edi- 
tor of what must be a rather tremendous 
film library, built up from the film patrol 
in New York. The pictures fall roughly 
into three parts, of which the third is still 
incomplete. The first section is devoted 
to pictures, from actual races, showing 
about everything that it is possible to do 
wrong at the start. The second has to do 
with getting around turns without inter- 
fering with other members of the field. 
The third stresses finishes, and the com- 
pleted version will include the only de- 
liberately staged part of the film, for 
Atkinson. Woodhouse. and others have 


agreed to demonstrate their individual rid- 
ing styles for photographic purposes, and 
Cassidy hopes he can do them satisfae- 
torily in color. Some of this will be in 
slow motion, by present plans. 


The film as it stands is immensely in- 
teresting, for it shows the first part of races 
from an angle which few observers ever 
attain, and it shows the close-up views of 
matters which are normally seen from a 
half-mile away. In its complete form it 
will show the difference between the 
smooth and controlled handling of horses 
which top riders attain, and the hell-for- 
leather style with which well-intentioned 
but not very well-trained youngsters often 
mess up fields. 

Cassidy intends this primarily for the in- 
struction of riders, and it will be made 
available to all race tracks which want to 
use it. It isn’t meant for public distri- 
bution at all, but I should think that racing 
people anywhere would find it fascinat- 
ing, and probably it would interest such 
non-racing groups as luncheon clubs. 
Whether it will ever get this far I don’t 
know, but a man can see more in it, dur- 
ing the 12 or 15 minutes it runs, than 
he can in a good many years of watch- 
ing racing from the grandstand. 


MOVEMENT. It isn’t often that you’re 
conscious of a change at Belmont, except 
that you suspect that this year’s flowers 
aren't the same ones that were out last 
year, even if they're the same color and 
in the same places. But a few decorative 
items were added for the meeting for this

Back in July. at the Empire-at-Jamaica meeting, 
One Hitter came through in the clutch to win the 
Questionnaire Handicap in the track-record time of 
1:42%5 for the 1;'; miles, beating Greek Ship, Piet, 
and others. It was his first stakes victory in three 
seasons of racing, but it was not a fluke, as the son 
of Shut Out demonstrated on September 18, when 
he had another big inning: he beat *Noor, the 
four-time conqueror of Citation, in the Harmonicon 
Handicap, a 1,);-mile prep for the Manhattan. 

In the Harmonicon, One Hitter (107) received a 
21-pound weight concession from *Noor (128), de- 
feated the Irish-bred star by 1% lengths. It was 
*Noor’s first race in nearly two months, and Train- 
er Burley Parke announced that all. things consid- 
ered, he was pleased with the horse’s performance.

If anything, One Hitter’s win in the Manhattan 
was a much more convincing race than his earlier 
victory.

The Manhattan victory represented the Green- 
tree Stable’s second triumph in the race, though it 
was the first for the present owners of the noted 
racing and breeding establishment. When Devil 
Diver won in 1944, the stable was owned by the 
late Mrs. Payne Whitney. Now it is owned by her 
son, John Hay Whitney, and her daughter, Mrs. 
Charles S. Trainer John Gaver saddled 
both winners.

I have vainly scanned the incoming 
mails for an illuminated scroll attest- 
ing that I attended the school for racing 
officials at Saratoga last month, and am 
entitled to all the rights and perquisites 
thereby accruing. Nothing of the kind has 
been received, and I am confronted with 
believing that I flunked the course, which 
would not be without precedent in my 
academic career, or that Francis Patrick 
Dunne was dallying with the truth when 
he said I would be awarded a suitable 
certificate. 

Certificate or not, I am hereby enter- 
ing on the record that I spent some time 
in the Marshall Cassidy School for Turf 
Officials, and at least I wasn’t expelled, 
though I may not have finished with class 
honors. 

As everyone knows, Cassidy College 
aims to develop first-class racing officials 
who can scan a field of running horses 
and know what’s happening, if anything 
is. But possibly everyone doesn’t know 
how enthusiastic Mr. Cassidy is about his 
curriculum. You have to talk with him 
to get the real school spirit. 

The New York set-up for officials has 
an exclusive student body: You have to 
be regularly employed at a race track, 
or by a racing commission or similar 
group, and you must be well recom- 
mended, before they will enroll you. It is 
not a school which persons ambitious to 
be stewards or whatnot, but who have no 
particular connection with racing, can

yawn through and qualify for a_ well 
paying job. 

The course originated when Marshall 
Cassidy, executive secretary of The 
Jockey Club and Jockey Club steward 
at the New York tracks, decided that the 
official staff at the New York courses 
would be strengthened if its members had 
a first-hand knowledge of all the differ- 
ent departments. I don’t know how some 
of the stewards, patrol judges, clerks of 
scale, paddock judges and so on around 
the country got introduced to their jobs, 
but there is a suspicion that some of 
them have been hired for reasons other 
than their knowledge of racing. I give 
them credit for being dauntless in accept- 
ing such appointments, but mere willing- 
ness to umpire at a hot corner doesn’t 
seem quite enough. 

Anyhow, Mr. Cassidy felt that in order 
to have a genuinely strong organization 
in New York, the staff members should 
be interchangeable, so a patrol judge 
could do a good job as clerk of scales, 
if necessary, and a paddock judge would 
know how to act like a steward if he had 
to be substituted suddenly. The result 
has been that the New York officials do 
not work in compartments, each ignorant 
of the other fellow’s role, and that some 
very good all-around men have been de- 
veloped, so if a vacancy occurs, an ex- 
perienced man is ready to take over. 

The enrollees get a full introduction 
to race track operation insofar as knowl-

edge of the various departments can help 
them to a better understanding of their 
jobs. For example, they work at the 
Jockey Club offices for a while in order 
to beceme acquainted with the registra- 
tion procedures and the other functions 
of this organization. They spend some 
time with the horse identifiers and the 
inspecting veterinarians. (The New York 
tracks, incidentally, do not rely on the 
lip tattoo as a means of identifying racers. ) 

A tour of duty with the patrol judges 
is part of the schooling, and the students 
also spend some time with the doctors 
who check the physical condition of the 
riders. This does not lead to an M. D. 
degree, but the observers can pick up 
some knowledge of jockeys and _ their 
problems of physical conditioning. 

The regular morning inspection cf the 
movies of the previous day’s racing is 
attended. Much can be learned from them. 
At Saratoga the film patrol is not used, 
because of the expense (something like 
$800 a day), but at the other New York 
tracks it is part of the routine. 

The students work in the jockeys’ 
room and also observe the dehydrating 
treatment the riders undergo in the steam 
cabinets, if they are taking off weight. 
They learn the duties of the clerk of the 
scales, spend some time in the pari- 
mutuel department, work with the track 
superintendent, the track police, the ad- 
missions department, and the general 
manager. If time permits, they work for a 
while in the office of the racing secretary, 
and end their term with from three to 
five days in the stewards’ stand. 

In the last three years, Mr. Cassidy 
states, the system of rotating officials has 
developed two very promising stewards. 
They are Calvin Rainey, who presently 
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is clerk of scales at the New York tracks, 
and Myron Davis, who serves as paddock 
and patrol judge. Both men work prin- 
cipally in New York, but Mr. Davis has 
on occasion been loaned to the Charles 
Town track as a presiding steward, and 
Mr. Rainey has been steward represent- 
ing The Jockey Club at Delaware Park. 
Both of them filled their assignments ex- 
cellently, Mr. Cassidy reports. It is con- 
sidered a compliment to the school, too, 
that as experienced a horseman and offi- 
cial as Lee O’Donnell came down from 
New England to enroll. 

During my brief attendance I spent an 
afternoon with the stewards and learned, 
among other things, about Francis 
Dunne’s scheme for a_ disintegrating 
mutuel ticket, which would crumble into 
nothing after a short time and would not 
need to be redeemed by the track. and 
his plan for selling mutuel tickets on 
credit. “You can buy anything from an 
automobile to a funeral on the installment 
plan,” he asserts, “so why not sell mutuel 
tickets for so much down and so much 
a week?” He also would arrange it so 
track employees could buy mutuel tickets 
at a discount. And these are only a few 
of his ideas. 


On the second day I worked with the 
patrol judges. In the morning I was with 
Mr. Davis and Walter Mara as_ they 
marked their programs for the equip- 
ment to be carried by horses that after- 
noon. They keep a record of spurs, band- 
ages, runout bits, blinkers and so on worn 
by horses racing in New York. and ob- 
serve how a horse performs when the 
various items are used on him. During 
the afternoon they check the runners to 
see that the approved equipment is used. 
and they are available for consultation if 
a trainer wants to make a late change. 

For the first race of the day (this was 
on Monday, August 14) I was with Fred 
Meinz, who was at the patrol judge’s 
stand a short distance from the start of 
a 5%-furlong race for 2-year-old maiden 
fillies. The field came out of the gate 
hell for leather, and went past in a blur. 
It was a new point of view for me. to be 
looking down a jockey’s throat. 

The next race was spent with Dr. J. G. 
Catlett, the examining veterinarian. who 
was substituting that day for another 
staff member. Dr. Catlett was on the stand 
located at the beginning of the far turn, 
and we got an excellent view of a field 
of horses coming down the backstreteh 
and into the bend. By this time. after 
some coaching between races. I was able 
to get a less confused picture. and could 
pick out the individual horses. (Marshall 
Cassidy, by the way, does not rely upon 
racing colors alone for identifying run- 
ners. He studies the riding styles of 


jockeys, and can recognize horses and 
riders by their individual traits.) 

The third race was a_ steeplechase. 
which I watched with Walter Mara from 
the stand at the head of the stretch. I 
stayed with him through the fourth race, 
too, so I could watch a field of flat racers 
come around the turn (see photo). 


The last four races were watched with 
Myron Davis, from the patrol judge’s 
stand near the finish line. 


Seeing races from the viewpoint of a 
patrol judge or a steward makes them 
look entirely different than from the 
grandstand. It’s like scanning a football 
game through a coach’s eyes: every move- 
ment of every player has a meaning. and 
you’ve got to make an instant summary 
of the whole and its parts. 

The riders and horses really bear down 
in the run from the top of the stretch 
to the wire. and the patrol judge near 
the finish line. along the inside rail, gets 
dead aim on the field as it charges toward 
the winning post. Because the patrol 
judge’s stand is only a little higher than 
the rail, the length-wise distance between 
horses as they change position is hard for 
this official to estimate. But he is look- 
ing them right in the eye as they shift 
position crosswise of the track, and he 
can readily detect any bumping. (The 
stewards, from their post high in the 
grandstand, can easily check the length- 
wise course of the horses and tell if one 
runner impedes another by crossing too 
closely in front). 

T had always been curious to know how 
a patrol judge could watch all the separate 
entries in a busy field and know what 
was happening. In this connection, Myron 
Davis had told me that humpings and the 
like usually don’t develop on the instant. 
but begin to shape up perceptibly in ad- 
vance. 

An example of this occurred in the sixth 
race. which was the Sanford Stakes. The 
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ESTES CONVALESCING 


J. A. Estes, contributing editor of THE 
Bioop-Horse and research director for 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation, is recovering from an operation 
undergone early this week at the Christ 
Hospital, in Cincinnati. The operation, 
performed to relieve a condition caused 
by a herniated spinal disk. was considered 
successful. and Mr. Estes was expected to 
return to his home at Lexington in about 
a week. 


Greentree Stable’s Big Stretch, with Eddie 
Arcaro up, and the Phantom Farm’s 
Nullify, ridden by Douglas Dodson. came 
very close together within a hundred vards 
or so of the wire. 

From the grandstand it may _ have 
seemed that Arcaro had eased over to im- 
pede Nullify. But from the vantage of 
the patrol judge’s stand. where one could 
look straight down the alley between 
the horses, it was apparent for an appre- 
ciable interval before their courses coin- 
cided that both riders were working in- 
dustriously to win the race and keep 
their mounts straight. and that one horse 
was bearing in while the other was drift- 
ing out. Big Stretch won by a nose, and 
though the stewards gave Dodson a chance 
to protest. he made no complaint. thus 
confirming the opinion of Mr. Davis that 
the incident was one of those things that 
can happen during a race unless the 
horses run on tracks. like a railroad. 

One of the remarkable aspects of the 
occurrence. as viewed from the patrol 
judge’s stand. was that the situation de- 
veloped as if it were being seen in slow 
motion: vou could tell. lone before their 
paths met. that the horses were drifting 
toward each other. although very little 
time and space were involved. 

Mr. Cassidy is three-reeler 
made of similar racing sequences. taken 
from the film patrol records.

While IT was taking a quick course in 
how to be a steward. under the aegis of 
that former Lexingtonian. Francis Dunne.

One 
day. just for the hell of it. he bought a 
large silver tray and had engraved on it 
a legend something like this: “To Francis 
Patrick Dunne from Francis Patrick 
Dunne for his noble. unselfish, and tire- 
less services in elevating the status of 
racing in the Republic of Mexico.”

The NATB and 
2-year-old Races 


One of the aims of the National Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Breeders is to 
induce race tracks to schedule more races 
for 2-year-olds. The breeders’ group be- 
lieves that for one thing, the sale of 
yearlings will be substantially aided if 
buyers are assured of a chance to race 
their purchases at two. 


A survey made recently by the NATB 
indicates that race tracks are reluctant to 
add more 2-year-old races to their pro- 
grams because they say (1) there is less 
betting on juvenile races, and (2) the 
young horses take up stall space that 
otherwise would be available for older 
and more seasoned campaigners. 


Checking against the tracks’ statement 
that 2-year-old races are not sufficiently 
supported by the bettors, the NATB de- 
termined. it has announced in a recent 
report, that at Hialeah Park in 1950, for 
example. this was the picture: If the first 
race of the day was for 2-year-olds. the 
amount of money bet on it was equal to 
about 43 per cent of the money bet on the 
feature race of the day. If the first race 
was for older horses. the amount bet on 
it was equal to about 48 per cent of the 
betting on the feature. The difference 
in favor of the races for older horses was 
only 5 per cent. 


With reference to the daily double, usu- 
ally held on the first and second races, 
the betting ran to about 52 per cent of the 
amount bet on the feature if one of the 
double races was for 2-year-olds, and to 
54 per cent if only older horses were in- 
volved. 


In regard to the stall situation, the 
NATB believes that a good many owners 
will continue to use the race tracks as a 
training ground for 2-year-olds, and that 
a lack of 2-year-old racing will not stop 
this practice. On the other hand, many 
owners who would race their 2-year-olds 
if the opportunity offered are denied a 
chance to send them into action. 


The breeders’ association also believes 
that 2-year-old racing is more formful 
than racing by some of the other groups 
of horses. and that the new crop of racers 
coming on each year adds interest to the 
sport. Another aspect is that “By reduc- 
ing the number of opportunities for cheap 
platers in order to provide races for 2- 
year-olds. the tracks will be equalizing the 
chances of owner-breeders and yearling 
buyers as compared with claiming stables.”

Her victories at two included the Premio 
Bimbi, and in the Criterium Nazionale, 
won by Neareo, she was third, At three 
she won the Oaks, the Premio Legnano, 
and other races. Silvana is dam of the 1950 
Italian 2-year-old winner Sigfrido. 

Silvana is out of Pastorella, bred in 
England and a daughter of Sansovino, by 
Swynford. In addition to Silvana, Pasto- 
rella is dam of Amerina, champion filly of 


her year, winning the Oaks, Guineas, etc., 
and second to Donatello 2nd in the Ital- 
ian Derby. 


Viola did not race at two, but won five 
races at three, including the Premio Mon- 
Za, 114 miles, under top weight. She was 
second to Zambra in the Oaks. Viola is 
out of Valeria, winning half sister to Van- 
na (1,000 Guineas, etc.), and daughter of 
Varsoviana, one of the best fillies of her 
time in Italy. Viola’s first foal is a 1950 
colt by Hasan, a stakes-winning son of the 
English Derby winner Cameronian out of 
Huanguelen, a stakes-winning daughter 
of *Blenheim 2nd. Viola now is in foal to 
Hasan, Silvana is in foal to Orsenigo, 
which last year was the leading sire stand- 
ing in Italy- 


Viola and Silvana increase to three the 
number of Italian stakes-winning mares 
imported by Mr. Salmon. He imported 
*Stella in 1948. Two Italian stallions,

Farm. Their first American foals were in- 
cluded in the Keeneland and Saratoga 
yearling sales this summer.

fall. Some sort of history was made when 
the clubhouse mezzanine, which has had a 
dull and uninspiring concrete floor, was 
painted into red and black squares.

It opened up last 
Saturday with something called the “Col- 
ossus of Columbia March” in a. style 
which blew the leaves off the maple tree 
which shades the bandstand. 

Belmont Park has always desired dig- 
nity, which is well enough. But it has so 
often confused dignity with the atmos- 
phere you find in the average mausoleum. 
It seems now gradually to be realizing 
that dignity is of the spirit rather than the 
frozen facial expression, and it is keeping 
its dignity and fine racing and at the 
seme time giving the customers few 
things to enjoy. T have great hopes for it. 

There was one slight slip the first week, 
though, and TI use the word advisedly.

coast track. There is other racing, like at Vichy and Marseilles which is of some consequence, but only because of an occasional rich race. 
Parisian racing can be likened to that around New York. Longchamps corresponds to Belmont, Deauville to Saratoga, and Le Tremblay, Maisons- 
Lafitte, St. Cloud, and Chantilly con be compared to Jamaica, Aqueduct, and Empire City. Since these are the tracks that really test the class of 
French horses, it is to the results of their racing that breeders turn to for their most important sire statistics. The four French stallions whose 
first American breds are yearlings this year—*Goya II, “Priam II, “Adaris, and “Hierocles—have all sired winners at these tracks, in fact their 
produce have won 90 per cent of their French races at these six tracks.

The produce of “Adaris have won well over 20,000,000 francs in the five years they have been racing. From his first crop came eight 2-year-old win- 
ners, a very high total tor a country which puts so little emphasis on 2-year-old racing. Rosamee, one of the top fillies of her year, was in this 
crop. Other stakes winners in this crop were Gamay, Fastrade, and Fleur de Lys II. From the second crop, 2-year-olds of 1947, acme the three 
good 2-year-old stakes winners Starlight, Haris, and Calliope.

Outstanding among “Hierocles’ third 
crop is Violaine, winner Prix St. Roman at Longchamps at 2, 1949 and Prix Imprudence this year at 3, and the English winner Le Madelon.

The Virginia-bred Hill Prince tightened his 
grip on the 3-year-old championship by scoring 
a four-length victory in the $25,000-added one-mile 
Jerome Handicap. Hill Prince is currently earry- 
ing the top weight impost of the division, and do- 
ing the job commendably. 

At the first of the year he was assigned 124 
pounds on the Experimental Free Handicap—level 
with Oil Capitol and two pounds under Middle- 
ground. In the Jerome Handicap, won by Hill 
Prince with lengths to spare. the Virginia colt car- 
ried 129 pounds, compared to Middleground’s 126. 
Greek Ship, which had got four pounds from Hill 
Prince in the Experimental. received seven in the 
Jerome. Navy Chief. given nine pounds in the 
Experimental, was given 21 in the Jerome. Ferd, 
recipient of six pounds from Hill Prince in’ the 
Experimental. received 13 in the Jerome, and Calu- 
met Farm’s Theory went from 2 to 17 pounds. In 
the category of the improving, George D. Widen- 
ers Lights Up, winner of the Travers and other 
stakes, was assigned 114 in the Experimental, ten 
pounds less than Hill Prince, but the weight dif- 
ference was only six pounds in the Jerome. 

Middleground, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
and the Belmont Stakes. was making his first start 
since being third behind Post Card and County 
Delight in the Leonard Richards Stakes at Dela- 
ware Park on July 4. The two-month vacation

According to one 
observer, Hill Prince passed them “as if they were 
backing up.” The big colt went on to win by four 
lengths. Jockey Eddie Arcaro said later: “TI think 
this is the biggest race this colt ever ran for me. 
He surely showed that he wants to run his own 
race, like he did as a 2-year-old.” 

His time, 1:3545, was the second fastest in the 
history of the Jerome Handicap, at the distance. 
Cherry Pie did it in 1:35%5 in 1923, and Easy 
Mon recorded 1:3546 in 1939. However, both of 


these performances were under much lighter 
weights than Hill Prince’s 129 pounds. Cherry 


Pie’s impost was 113, and Easy Mon’s was 110. 
Hill Prince worked out 114 miles in 2:01%5. 

So far this year Hill Prince has accounted for 
victories in the Wood Memorial, Withers, Preak- 
ness Stakes, Experimental Free Handicap No. 1, 
the American Derby, and Jerome Handicap. He 
was second to Middleground in the Kentucky Der- 
by, second to Greek Song in the Dwyer Stakes, 
and third the 
Loser Weeper. By winning the Jerome Handicap, 
Hill Prince increased his earnings to $273,940, 
placing him 12nd on the list of leading American 
money winners.

Less Tax Money in California 


Pari-mutuel taxes netted the State treas- 
ury of California $14,282,592 during the 
fiscal year ending June 30. The total rep- 
resented a 10 per cent decrease from the 
preceding year, according to the repert by 
Thomas H, Kuchel, State comptroller. 

Income from the various tracks was as 
follows: Santa Anita, $4,378,907; Tan- 
foran, $2.178.810; Hollywood Park, $2.- 
070.934; Golden Gate Fields. $1,519,534; 
Del Mar. $1,174,635, and Bay Meadows, 
$1.169.530. The additional $1,780,242 
came from the fair circuit. 

The fair and exposition fund of the 
State received $11,254,401 of the total, 
and $3 million went into the wildlife re- 
storation fund. The State general fund 
received $28,191.
